Mrs.  Pendleton  Miller  has  been

Elisabeth  Carey  Miller  has  had  an  il¬ 
lustrious  career  in  horticulture  in  the 
Seattle  area,  the  Northwest,  nationally 
and  internationally.  In  addition  to  her 
service  to  horticulture,  she  has 
developed  an  outstanding  personal 
garden,  known  for  the  breadth  and 
depth  of  her  plant  collections. 

Currently,  Betty  Miller  is  Advisor  to 
the  Northwest  Horticultural  Society 
which  she  helped  found,  a  trustee  of 
|the  Pacific  Science  Center  Foundation, 
director  of  the  Rhododendron  Species 
oundation  (which  she  helped  found), 
the  Discovery  Park  Board,  and  an  ad¬ 
visor  to  the  Arbor  Fund  of  the  Bloedel 
Reserve. 

Betty  Miller  has  been  a  regent  of  the 
University  of  Washington,  a  member  of 
the  American  Horticultural  Society 
board  and  numerous  other  boards 
ranging  from  the  Seattle  Art  Museum  to 
the  Washington  State  Roadside  Coun¬ 
cil,  Pacific  Horticulture  and  the  Seattle 
Garden  Club. 

She’s  currently  serving  on  many 
committees  locally  and  nationally  in¬ 
cluding  the  Garden  Club  of  America,  Ci¬ 
ty  of  Seattle  Chinese  Garden  Advisory 
Committee,  City  of  Seattle  Arborist 
Search  Committee.  She  has  been  in¬ 
volved  with  most  horticultural  projects 
locally,  including  such  innovative  pro¬ 
grams  as  Horticultural  Advisory  Chair¬ 
man  of  Operation  Triangle,  and  Hor¬ 
ticulture  Exhibit  Chairman  for  the  Cen¬ 
tury  21  Exposition. 

She  served  as  horticultural  consultant 
for  the  landscape  design  of  Freeway 
Park,  was  instrumental  in  plantings  for

Stufano:  Wave  Hill  is  a  28-acre 
former  estate  which  has  nearly  a  dozen 
different  gardens,  including  an  herb 
garden,  a  wild  garden,  a  water  garden, 
a  shade  garden,  a  monocot  garden  and 
a  conifer  collection.  There’s  also  a  con¬ 
servatory,  greenhouses  and  an  alpine 
house. 

Stufano  has  been  director  of  hor¬ 
ticulture  for  20  years  since  shortly  after 
the  garden  was  given  to  New  York  City. 
Stufano  was  the  cover  subject  of  Hor¬ 
ticulture  Magazine,  November,  1987 
and  a  long  article  on  Wave  Hill  gives  a 
perspective  of  his  lecture  subject. 

Rausch:  He  is  a  partner  in  En¬ 
vironmental  Planning  and  Design,  a 
major  force  in  planning  public  parks 
and  botanic  gardens  of  the  U.S.,  in¬ 
cluding  the  current  master  develop¬ 
ment  plan  in  work  for  Bloedel  Reserve 
on  Bainbridge  Island. 

Rausch  will  speak  on  “The  Business 
of  Building  Gardens,”  and  will  show 
and  explain  developments  at  many  of 
the  firm’s  major  projects,  including 
Bloedel.  Other  active  projects  include 


the  master  plan  for  the  Chicago  Botanic 
Garden  from  its  beginning  23  years 
ago,  a  master  plan  for  the  Missouri 
Botanic  Garden,  as  well  as  work  for  the 
University  of  Minnesota  Landscape  Ar¬ 
boretum,  the  University  of  Wisconsin 
Horticultural  Garden,  Crosby  Gardens 
in  Ohio,  and  the  Cary  Arboretum  of  the 
New  York  Botanical  Garden. 

Rausch  is  a  graduate  of  Ohio  State 
University  and  before  joining  his  firm 
worked  in  city  planning  and  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  parks  and  recreation  for  the  ci¬ 
ty  of  Columbus,  OH. 

Bloedel  Reserve:  The  day  before 
Rausch’s  lecture,  NHS  will  tour  Bloedel 
Reserve  and  see  the  progress  in  con¬ 
verting  this  garden  paradise  to  public 
use.  The  tours  will  be  followed  by  a  box 
lunch  picnic  on  the  beach  at  nearby 
Fay  Bainbridge  State  Park. 

Vancouver  Tour:  Mid-May  sees  a 
tour  to  Vancouver,  B.C.  to  the  recently 
completed  Chinese  garden,  the  first  one 
built  outside  of  China  and  hear  a  lecture 
on  plans  for  Seattle’s  own  Chinese 
garden,  the  first  in  the  United  States. 
(NHS  is  acting  as  agent  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  this  garden).  Tour  people  will 
learn  the  principles  behind  Chinese 
gardens  and  how  rock,  soil,  structure 
and  plants,  shrubs  and  trees  are  com¬ 
bined  to  carry  out  the  designer’s  motif. 

Penttila,  Senior  Landscape  Architect, 
Seattle  Park  Department,  will  lecture 
on  progress  of  Seattle’s  own  landmark 
garden  during  the  group’s  visit  to  the 
Vancouver  garden.  While  in  Van¬ 
couver,  the  tour  will  also  visit  Queen 
Elizabeth  Park  and  the  Bloedel  Conser¬ 
vatory  there.  Time  permitting,  other 
horticultural  stops  will  be  made  in  this 
sister  city  of  great  gardens. 

McGourty:  He  has  been  a  major 
force  behind  the  current  interest  in 
perennials  throughout  the  world  —  and 
at  many  levels.

Philadelphia  Show 
Asks  NHS  Judges 

Northwest  Horticultural  Society  will 
again  send  horticultural  judges  to  the 
Philadelphia  Flower  Show,  this  year  be¬ 
ing  held  March  6  to  13. 

The  Philadelphia  Flower  Show  is 
arguably  the  best  spring  flower  show  in 
the  country,  attracting  nearly  a  quarter 
of  a  million  people  in  its  short  period. 
Sponsored  by  the  Pennsylvania  Hor¬ 
ticulture  Society,  horticultural  classes 
are  judged  twice  during  the  show  with 
different  plants  each  time. 

There  are  also  cut  flower  ar¬ 
rangements  and  displays,  miniature 
rooms  with  horticultural  tie-ins,  and 
large  garden-sized  displays  prepared  by 
nurseries  and  institutions.  There  is  also 
a  large  trade  show  selling  plants  and 
other  garden  related  items. 

Several  years  ago,  spring  flower 
shows  fell  on  hard  times,  with  only 
Philadelphia  and  Boston  shows  surviv¬ 
ing  under  good  management.  Recent 
years  have  seen  a  resurgence  of  them, 
with  one  scheduled  for  Seattle  in 
February  of  1989  in  the  new  Conven¬ 
tion  Center.
